France has just eclebrated the fiftieth anniversary of the introduction of 
railways into that country. | [n connection with this celebration it is of interest 
to recall to mind the important réle played by two Jewish brothers, Emile and 
[saac Pereire, in the introduction of this great civilising factor. To them practically 
belongs the credit of being the creators of French railways, Already favourably 


known as successful financiers, the brothers Percire became contractors for 


several of the great trunk lines by which France is intersected. They, moreover, 
founded the Credit Mobilier, and the “ Obligation,” and to Emile Percire belongs 


- the conception of the vast Magasins du Louvre, which are now one of the principal 


sights of Paris. At the present day France possesses another great Jewish 
railway king in the philanthropist, Baron de Hirsch, but the scene of his activity 
is the East rather than the West Russia, on the other hand, owes much of Sto 
railway system to the equally celebrated Jewish financier, M. Samuel Poliakoff. 


After the lapse of nearly four centuries Jews are once again making their 
influence felt in Spain. The well known writer, who under the nom de plume of 
Count Vasili has depicted society life in several European capitals, in a sketch 
of Madrid, observes in a chapter headed “ the Princes of Finance,” that on the 
soil from which the Jews were driven ¢n masse between three and four hundred 
years ago, where the proscription was of so sanguin iry and absolute a character, 
the Jew is-there, like everywhere else, master of the situation. Count Vasili makes 
use of this expression in no unfavourable sense, for he speaks in the highest 
terms of M. Bauer (the representative of the Rothschilds) whose reputation, he 
says, is the best in the banking world. Baron de Weisweiller, and M. Lehmann 
nay also be included among the financiers, all of whom are greatly esteemed by the 
Madrilenos in high life, as much for their generosity as for their honourable 
characters. 


The Jewish Hospital in Rome, one of the youngest of the institutions 
belonging to the community in that capital, had its origin in a simple yet touch- 
ing incident. | In the latter end of 1880,a Jew was taken ill at the house of a 
Christian woman with whom be lodged. His landlady urged him to go to a hos- 
pital ; but this he refused to do, since’ he was well aware that the monks and 
nune, who nurse! the sick, were less devoted to the recovery of the patients than 
to the work of conversion. But as his condition became ‘alarming, the proprie- 
tess of the house sent for a conveyance, and thesick man having been placed 
therein, she gave th? coachman orders to take the invalid to the nearest hospital. 
Scarcely had the vehicle proceeded a few yards when its occupant expired. The 
driver in this cmergency conveyed the corpse to the Ghetto, the residents of 
which had thus forcibly brought home to them theZnecessity for a Jewish hospi- 
tal. Six poor dealers in old clothes soon raised a small sum of money wherewith 
they hired a small house for the reception of three patients. At the outset 
their humb’e efforts were received with ridicule, but they were not deterred 
thereby from proceeding with their humane intention. The foundation was thus 
laid for the establishment of a regular hospital, which now occupies more con- 
venient premises, fitted up with every comfort and containing beds for 206 
patients. | 


A writer in Notes and Queries, with more ingenuity than correctness, has 
sought to establish a coincidence between Purim and Valentine's Day. He 
quotes from Esther ix. 1%. “ Therefore the Jews of the villages that dwelt in 
the unwalled towns, made the fonrteeth day of the month Adar a day of 
gladness and feasting,’ and then, proceeds: “In the third chapter, the seventh 
verse, we are told that Nisin was the first month of the year and Adar was the 
last. Nisan, then corresponds to our March, ind therefore Adar to February. 
It is thus a curious coincidence that onthe 14th day of February, our Valentine's 
Day, there should have been a festive celebration on the part of the Jews.” 


The settlement of Jews in the South American States is, comparatively 
speaking, still in itsinfaney. With but two or three exceptions, therefore, there 
are no regular organised Jewish communities in any of those countries. As 
long as South America was either wholly or partially under the dominion of the 
Kings of Spain and Portugal, no Jew was allowed to reside in those regions. It 
is mentioned that during the reign of Napoleon I., a Dutch ship bound from 
Rotterdam to the Cape was shipwrecked on the coast of Brazil. The passengers 
and crew landed at Bahia, with the exception of two Jews from Haarlem, to 
whom the governor of the port refused hospitality on the ground that the city 
could not be inhabited by others than Christians. They were therefore obliged 
to take up their abode for a considerable period on board of a vessel lying in the 
roade. It was not until the independence of Brazil was declared, with Dom Pedro 
as Emperor, and the other South American countries had become independent 
Republics, that Jews ventured at first in secrecy and later on overtly to settle for 
good in those States. 


A curious lawsuit is pending in Paris, the litigante being the Administration 


of the Portuguese Temple in the Rue Buffault on the one part,and M. Osiris, a 
member of the congregation, on the other. The handsome structure wae er cted 
at a cost of 800,000 francs, towards which M. Osiris contributed 190,000 france, 
although according to the contention of the representatives of the synagogue, he 
had promised to defray the entire expenses for building, decoration, and all ‘e 
cessorics, the purchase money for the ground also excepted. Notwithstanding that 
he only partially fulfilled his promise, M. Osiris has demanded that a tablet he 
erected at the synagogue on which he shall be Jeseribed as the sole founder of 
the Portuguese Temple. To this demand the Administration refuse to accede, 
Hence th action, which is shortly to come on for hearing, and which on account 
of its peculiar character is exciting considerable interest. 


The learned paper read by Dr. Hirsch before the Jews’ College Literary 
Society on Sunday recalled a very curious fact in Jewish Literature. That the 
spurious Sibylline oracles contained a large and unmistakable Jewish element 
has long been asce rtaine d, but none the less rem irk ible is th . fact noted by Ir. 
Aster that the Greeks, despite their intellectual character, should accept as genuine 
the works of Jewish and Christian authors dealing with times and peoples in which 
the Grecks themselves had no direct interest. Another lit rary Curiosity was the 
obloguy which certain Christian critics had meted out to the Jewish authors of 
these spurious poems while finding ample palliation for the similar and more 
extensive forg ries of Christian writers. We are not quite certain that Dr. 
Hirscl’s condemnation of the practice, honourable though his denunciation cer- 
tainly iz, was not more severe than the case demanded. Invocations of the 
muses are indeed out of fashion now, but the poets of the eighteenth century 
regularly employed the harmless fiction of drawing their inspiration from the 
gods and goddesses of the ancient heathen world. 
deceived nobody, 


Still, while these invocations 
the spurious Sibylline oracles were accepted by many as 
genuine, and it is probably on the ground of this difference that Mr. Singer and 
Mr. Philip Magnus so cordially approved of Dr. Hirsch’s view. Ina whitewash- 
ing age like the present, it is pleasing to find aacritic bold enough todeclare that 


black is black. 


* On what doesthe earth stand ? “ asked our Rabbis, and the answer war, 
“Upon seven pillars; as it is written, Wisdoin hath builded her house, she hath 
hewn out her seven pillars” (Proverbs ix. 1). The Rev. Bb. Wechsler has given 
a new reading of the old idea in the table of “ The Seven Planets ” which he has 
just published in Hebrew and English. The seven pillars of Judaism are 
apparently the seven Jewish members of the House of Commons. 
gentlemen, however, also seem to represent the seven planets, the bass of 
Judaism can hardly be said to be a very firm one. It isonly of course by way 
of metaphor that the Jewish members have been translated to the starry firma- 
ment, (Mr. Lionel Cohen by the way is in the uncomfortable position of having 
one leg on the earth and the other in the moon), for as Daniel declares “ And they 
that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament, and they that turn 
many to righteousness as the stars for ever and ever.” But even in metaphorical 
language why call the suna planet ? True, ancient astronomers thought so, 
but not even the demands of poetical symmetry called for this sacrilice of 
accuracy, since a seventh genuine planet could have been found by relieving Mr 
Cohen of one half of his burden. Accompanied by Hebrew acrostics we are intro- 
duced to. Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., as Saturn, Mr. Arthur Cohen, M.P., as 
Jupiter, and Serjeant Simon, M:P.,as Mars. Why Mars? Let the learned in 
astrological lore unravel the mystery. Mr. Lionel Cohen, M.P., who occupies the 
central position of the table has to do double duty as the earth and the moon. 
Baron F. de Rothschild, M.P., is Venus, Baron, H. de Worms, M.P., is Mercury, 
and Sir Jalian Goldsmid, M.P., is the san!

Sizk,—The gentleman who assumes the name of “ Zeus ’ in his letter to you on 
this subject is to be condoled with on the result of his many years’ advocacy of the 
closing of Jews’ College; andit would appear that in this respect his name is well 
chosen, the power of Zeus to control the Fates having been dounted even among the 
ancients, The Fates are against “ Zeus,’ The object of the College, as generally 
understood, is to supply a long-felt want—that of a cultured Eoglish ministry 
and it is scarcely when the demand is increasing in force and extensivencss, and 
Y ear after year the College is providing ministersand teachers of religion to English 

peaking congregations in all parts of the world, that the efforts of “Zeus are 
likely to meet with success, 

Your correspondent prides himself on his logic, and regards the College as” an 
institution whose existence has depended upon a fallacy.’ This fal’acy consists in 
supposing that students who have achieved success at the College will continue to 
devote themselves to a profession which will not remanerate them 50 ¥ ellas if 
they took thir brains “ to the better market which trade opens to them.” Put into 
syllogi«tic form the argument runs thus :— All men of ability seek that which will 
pay them best : But the miuisterial career does not “pay “: Ther ‘fore men of ability 
will not become ministers. Surely, nowever, there is a flaw inthis reasoning Are 
the “ men of ability who seek that which will pay them best " exactly the kind of 
men who are fitted to be ministers of religion’ Are they I kely to fulfil the spiritual! 
wants of their congregants! Is it not beter on the whole for the commnanity that 
they should “continue to tak their brains to the better market which trade 
opens to them ?"’ If the argument of your correspondent were sousd, then it woull 
apply equally to other communities—for the remuneration of a Jewish minister 
compares favourably with that of any clergyman outside the Established Church 
and is it to be coat-ndel that. mon of ability do not adopt the ministerial career 
amongst the Wes eyans, the Baptists, or the Presbyterians '

On the 17th of lust month, a Jewish couple were married at Diakovar 
(Austria). Among the guests at the subsequent festivities was the well-known 
Lishop Strossmeyer. For the preparation of the banquet he had placed his own 
cook at the disposal of the family. It was his silver plate which adorned the 
table, and the waiters at dinner were the servants of the Episcopal Palace, 
The Bishop later on sent one of his state carriages to convey the bridal pair to his 
palace, where he bestowed on them his blessing. 


SOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednesday, at the 
Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There were 
present : Mr. J. SenaG Montertore, Vice-President, in the Chair; Messrs, D, L, 
Alexander, 8. Ezekiel, . Falk, E, A. Franklin, J. Mason, and H, Solomon, 

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) read a report of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee relative to the Factory and Wo-ksh»ops Act Extension 
(Shops) Bill. The Committee reported that they had communicated with Jewish 
occupiers of factories and with Sir John Lubbo k (the chief promoter of the Bill), 
Mr. Serjeant Simon, and other Members of Parliament, as to the desirability of 
tiking action, and they had arrived unanimously at the conclusion that it would be 
inexpedient to attempt in connection with this Bill any amendment of the Factory 
and Workshops Act, 1878, in favour of persons professing the Jewish religion. 

The Report of the Committee was adopted. 

The Solicitor and Secretary reported the receipt of an intimation from the 
Home Secretary, with regard to Reformatories and Industrial Schools, that it was 
not in his power to induce the existing institutions, which were voluntary bodies, 
to give the Jewish community the facilities they desired for placing Jewish boys in 
an Industrial School. 

The Board were informed that the President had certified the appointment of 
Mr. Nathaniel Harris as Secretary for Marriage Purposes of the Manchester Old 
l'e rew Congregation. 

Mr. EMANUEL stated to the meeting the result of an interview he had with Mr. 
Serjeant Simon, M.P., at the instance of the Conjoint Committee of the Board and 
the Anylo Jewish Associat ion, on the subject of the learn ad Serjeant 8. intention to 
bring the situation of the Roumanian Jews before the House of Commons, The 
subject of this interview was reported to ths Council of the Association by Mr, 
Serjeant Simon at their recent meeting, and noticed in our last issue, 

The Solicitor and Secretary teported the preliminary arrangements (including 
the despatch of letters to Colonial Congregations) he had made for the triennial 

election of members of the Board, which will be held between the 6th and 10th of 
May next, 

The meeting terminated with a yote of thanks to the Chair, 


AND GERMANY,—-The Rassian Government, continuing its reprisals 
against Germany for the expulsion of Poles from the latter country, has given 
orders to its Consal+ abroad for the enforcement of an old law (which has been in 
abeyauce since L860), according to which the Passports of German Jews desirous of 
visiting Russia must not receive the Consular Visa until the Minister of the Interior 
has given his special sanction thereto. A case in point has already arisen at Frank- 
fort-ou-the-Main, where the Russian Consul-General refused to rie? the passport of 
& highly esteemed Jewish merchant who was about to proceed to St. Petersburg. 


Case.—Our readers will remember-tho action 
for libel which the anti-Semite, Prof, Dr. Rohling, Professor at the Prague Univer- 
sity, brought against Rabbi Dr. Bloch, member of the Imperial Austrian Parliament.

ANTI-SeMitic LITTERATEURS,-—-In Pragua there has been formed a Society of 
Authors, which, by ita first rule, excludes Jews from membership. Two eminent 
Bohemian authors were elected Honorary Members of the Society, but they declined 
the compliment on the ground that they were not inclined to have honour shown 
to them by anti-Semites, 


REMARKABLE LONGEVITY.—Three instances of extraordinary longevit yare reported 
one from Algeria, the others from Hungary and Russia, In Algeria it was Madame 
Veuve Semha Ben Ayoum, who died at the age of 110 years. She was mother of a 
Rabbi at Oran, who is 80) years old; In Neupest, Frau Debora Klein died at the same 
age. The third case was that of Herr Sribani, a resident of Perejasslub, who, at 
his death a few weeks ago, was 117 years old, He had married nine times 
surviv.ng allhis wives, ilis eldest son is 82, He retained to the last the 
of all his faculties. 


MURDER OF A JEWIN ALGERIA.—The Paris correspondent of the Daily News 
telegraphs ; One Cameliari, a Maltese confectioner, who carried on business at Mos- 
taganem, in West Algeria, was tried the other day before the Assize Court of Oran 
for stabbing with fatal effect M, Samuel Cohen, who was nicknamed there “The 
King of the Jews ' because of the 1 cal influence which his wealth and bis position 
of Sub-Mayor gave him. A few days previous to the wurder, which was committed 
in a café, Cameliari said, “The Jews are mopping up all the m.ney, and are not 
leaving any for the Maltese, I have a Jewish creditor who is hunting me to death 
for nine francs that I owe him, but I don't mean to let him have a centime of it 
until I slay the King of the Mostaganem Jews.” The threat was regarded as an 
idle one until it was carried out. The jury, having coupled extenuating circum- 


stances with a deliberate attempt to murder, Cameliari was sentenced to penal 
servitude for life,

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MEDICAL SCIENCE AND THE JEWS,

BY A JEWISH M.D, 

The article in the Spectator of March 13th on the subject of Jewish folk- 
Medicine is one prompted by no love for the race. In accusing the Jews of having 
a speciality in medicine-mongering the writer is evidently ignorant of the fact that 
modern medicine owes very much to the Jews. and that they were the meana of 
preserving and handing down to posterity the medical knowledge accumula’‘ed and 
encouraged by the Arabian physicians. This fact has been more than ones ac. 
knowledged, and is evidently quite unknown, or is conveniently ignored by the 
writer in the Spectator, 

In stating that the Western Hebrews have emancipated themselves mor? or less 
from the belief in “ occult physicing” and “ superstitious nonsense,” the writer pays 
them a very doubtful compliment, for he mentions in so many words that their 
freedom from superstitions has been purchased at the cost of their orthodoxy. In 
insinuating that an adherence to the popular Pharmacopwia of the Oriental Jews is 
essential to what the writer calls Judaism, he is guilty of a libel on the race to 
which, from internal evidence of his article, he himself belongs. From the same 
internal evidence it is evidently clear that his knowledge of Eastern Jews has been 
picked up in the East End of London, say in Whitechapel and its purlieus. Ile 
makes use of the word “ gabbettes,' elderly persons who attend the tick and dying 
and perform the last offices for the dead ; this word is atterly unknown to the Jews 
of the East, but is known in Jewish-German jargon. The same applies to his use 
of the word “Chos‘d’ as a pious man who furnishes prescriptions cf mystic 
formule. 

One of the most absurd things in the article is the enumerating of a brutal 
husband as one of the ills to which Jewish flesh is heir. The writer in his zeal in 
regard to the Jews of the East seems to have entirely forgotton the manners and 
customs peculiar to non-Jews of the West, The brutal husband does not flourish 
among Jews cither in the East or West ; that production is essentially non-Jewish. 
Perhaps the writer of the article would in his charity recommend the remedy for 
brutal husbands, with which he concludes his article, to the magistrates of the 
Metropolitan Police Courts, for the protection of the wives of the said brutal hus- 
bands. 


The judicially minded of all Creeds will doubtless agree w ith us that it is di«- 
ingenuous and unfair, and shows a prejudice utterly unworthy of the Spectator to 
accuse Judaism for the superstitions of Jews, The Jewish religion not only has no 
superstitious in itself, but is a standing protest against superstitions of all kinds, 
from that which has raised a human being tothe place of a God to the lowest of which 
a human being can be capable. Superstitions are essentially of non-Jewish growth 
and if Jews have practised them they have simply picked up the superstitions of the 
various countries in which they have been or are dispersed, Superstitions practised 
by Jews are the survivals of the superstitious customs initiated by non-Jews, The 
very words of the incantations set forth by the Spectator are not Jewish at all. 

The incantations against evil spirits to funnily put forth have no p'ace what- 
ever in Judaism, he belief in the possibility of exorcising demons and driving 
them—say into your neighbours swine—did not take itsriseamong Jews. Neither 
do poultices, and emulsions, made of every conceivable degree of nastiness. If the 
writ or had undertaken more extensive co of rea ling than seems to be the es 
he would have found all these * nastinesses “'.not only among Eastern Jews, but among 
Western non-Jews It is not true that Eastern Jews ae a body are addicted to ie 
practices named by the writer. A very few indeed may be superstitious, but those 
who are so are such as have forsaken Jewish traditions, who have “ mixed with the 
nations and learned their ways.’ The intelligence of the Jews is not inferior to 
the non-Jews :. witness the fact of such a farrago of untruths and nortisense |, ing 
served up for the intellectual edification of the readers of sucha paperas the 
Nyy Clater, 


The writer seems to think it ‘“‘consumedly funny” that Eastern Jews in affiie- 
tion should have recourse to prayers, Had the patients and their friends been 
non-Jews living in-the West, they woald have probably found relief in employing 
someone to discover the witch who inflicted the illness,an] the poor wretch would 
possibly have suffered terrible torment or even death, Sach proceedings are not 


unknown even to civilised England among non-Jews. That Jews should: 


invoke the nawe of the Lord of Israel instead of that of a Christian Saint is of 
course from the writer's point of view, disgraceful. It is a pity that during his 
sojourn “ among the Jews of the East’ hedid not make use of the eure for partial 
blindnéss, Possibly, since writing,“ his eyes have been opened.” Pity it is that 
they have not seen the light of toleration, and that before seeking to plack.the 
beam from his neighbourseye he bas not male some endeavour to remove the 
mote from his own.

DEATH OF PROFESSOR DR. LEVI, OF FLORENCE,

He afterwards took up his abode once again in Venice, where he 
obtained alarge practice. He was also usefully employed at the Hospital for 
Rachitic Children in. the Lido, and devoted his humane exertions for the 
benefit of the poor populations of the Lagunes, services for which he received 
the irdial apprec! ition of the mbers of the Lite rhation i | Mi dieal nyress 
held at Florence in 1866. He was a hardworking contributor to th 
the organ of the Medical School of Florence, and his valuable

journal led to his receiving, in 1882, the appointment in Flerence of. Clinical 
Professor for diseases of children.

THE JEWISH QUESTION IN THE AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENT. 


One of the events of the day in Austria has been the maguilicent 
speech delivered in the Reichsrath at Vienna onthe Sth inst., by the Rev. Super- 
intendant Dr. Hfasse, Depnty for Brelitz, in Moravia, and the head of the 
Protestant clergy in the province. Two Anti-Semitic members of the Iouse had 
employe d a debate on the Bourse Tax Bill, as the levi r for one of the e heree 
attacks upon Jews and Jadaisurto which the Honse hasalready become aeccus- 
tomed. Dr. Hasse then rose,and in a speech, which was constantly interrupted 
by the vociferous cheers of the House, with the exception of the smajl Anti- 
Jewish party, who were livid with rage, the eloquent Pastor vigorously defen led 
the Jews from the onslaught that had been made upon them, and deuounced the 
hostile spirit manifested towards them. It did not escape the attention of the 
Jew-haters in the House that the Jewish members maintamed complete silence, 
and even before Dr. Hasse spoke they taunted these members with their indif- 


ference. Dr. Giidemann, one of the Ribbi-Preachers of the Viennese Jew ish 
couumunity, in his sermon on the following Sabbath, justly censured the Jewish 


Deputies in the Reichsrath, for allowing the anti-Semites’ shameful attack to 
retain unanswered from the Jewish standpoint. 

At another sitting of the House, the attention ofthe Minister of Jastice 
wasdirected both by Rabbi Dr. Bloch and by a Christian member to the uncalled 
for manner in which the Presilent of the Tribunal at Zauim had abused his 
judicial position to insalt a Jewish defendant, and his counsel, also a dew. The 
Minister proinised to make the fullest inquiry into the incident.

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


The persecution of the Rotumanian Jews, with the aid of the law, continues 
unabated, During the last month the third section of the Tribunal of Ifov had 
to deliberate upon-the demand ef the Minister of the Ioterior for the annulment 
of agreements made by the Directors of several penitentiary establishments with 
Jewish contractors. 

The Senate, too, discusécd the subj et of raising Moinesti to the position of an. 
urban.commuune, One of the members propos “the reyection. of this project, 
because there were more Jews in the village than Christians, and consequently 
the alteration inthe status of the locality, however desirable on many grounds 
could only benetit the  dews, rural legislation, which: eontained the 
princiy al measures against the Jews, would no longer be applicable. Another 
member of the Upper Ilouse deemed it necessary to interpellate the Government 
on the subject of thie excess of births among the Jewish popalation in Moldavia. 

The impunity with which outrages may be intlicted on Jews has received a 
fresh illustration through the murder of a Jow in Moldavia. The criminal was 
no doubt emboldened tocommit the crime by the fact that. he had previ sly, 
murdered a Jew at Plojesti, and had not) been procecded against by the law. 
Even in the second instanee he has not ben arrested. 

A French Masonic Lodge, * Le Progres de la Dobrudscha,” founded by the 
Grand Orient of France at Tultscha in 1880, with the object of spreading civilt- 
sation inthe province (the Dobrudscha) which was ceded to Roumania by the 
Treaty of Berlin, has perpetrated an act, at once inhumane and opposed to the 
principles of Freemasonry. Since the Lodge las been ‘in existence, it has every 
winter given a ball inaidof the local poor. All the well-to-do inhabitants con- 
tribute to this good work ; the Jews pirticularly gave large donations, although

there are but few of their poor at Tultscha. This winter the Lodge as usual 
organised its ball which, thanks to the exertions of one of its Jewish members 
and to the lib rality of the Jewish comuninity, had a big ily sutisfact Ty result. 
Some Cays after a meeting of the Lodge was held, when it was unanimously de- 
cided to exclude indigent Jews from participating in the proceeds of the ball. Not 
a single voice, not even that of the Master, the Advocate Riutesco, who represents 
the Grand Orient of Franee, was raised to protest against this unjustifiable deci- 
sion. The four Jewish members (who by chance were absent from the meeting) 
dare not complain, still less make representations to the Masonic headquarters in 
Paris, from fear that M. Ratesco, who besides being }rother of the Minister of 
Justic . is also Prefect of Taltseha, might pe rsecute them still more severe ly in 
their commercial undertakings.

JEWS AND 


THE HEALING 


ART. 


A weekly paper has thought it worth while to disinter some of the super- 
stitious ideas about medicine which still prevail, or which once prevailed, 
among Jews, Some of the citations are obviously incorrect. All of them 
are admittedly drawn from the practices of semi-civilised Jews, and are not 
more deserving of notice than the superstitions existing among the surround- 
ing communities. Jews are not civilised by miracles. Their intellectual 
progress must necessarily be determined by the rate at which the people 
among whom they live advance. If a Turk of the old school has ideas 
concerning the healing art which cannot possibly be reconciled with the 


latest deliverances of medical science, the Jew who lives next door to him 


is hardly to be blamed because he prefers Cabbalistical formulas to physi- 
Clans’ prescriptions as a remedy for disease. If an educated Jew of the 


first city in the world were to exhibit such a preference, his imperviousness 
to approved medical teaching would rightly be visited with contemptuous 
The local element in the picture must be regarded.

obviously unjust to describe the practices of the negro catechumens of 
the Roman Catholic missionaries in Africa, and label the article “ Jesuit 
Superstitions.” The Spectator’s article should also have been corrected 
by the historic sense. It forgets that the very exorcism of evil spirits, 
which it declares that certain Jews practise for the benefit of epileptic 
patients, was anticipated by Jescs himself in similar instances. The “ cast- 
ing out cf devils” being the recognised healing agent of those times, no 
one thinks of calling the Founder of Christianity to account for resorting 
to it. If there are any Jews still left who avail themsel 


lves of the practice 
they should be treated in a like spirit of charity. 


Fuch superstitions are curiosities, but they do not represent genuine 
Jewish ideas about the Healing Art. 
cisms, incantations, charms, amulets, and all the rest of the paraphernalia 
of medicine-mongering, in reality discourages such things. The Bible sees 
in disease an affliction to be healed, not by superstitious means, not even by 
Prayer alone, but by pure therapeutic agents allied, of course, with humility 
and supplication to Heaven, Naaman thinks that Exigau will cure his 
,malady by a miracle ; he is amazed when the Prophet prescribes instead the 
very common-place act of bathing. The Pentateuch refers to the Surneme 
as the ultimate source of healing ; but the cure is worked out by human 
agents, “1 am the Lorp that healeth thee “is the broad declaration ; but 
it is the priest, the physician of the period, who is to “thoroughly heal” 
the leper. Superstition in general was so strictly and clearly forbidden by 
the Law that resort to it in the healing of disease was necessarily discoun- 
tenanced, The 
The isolation of 
the leper, the burning of infected clothing, the scraping and whitewashing 
of plague-stricken houses, frequent ablutions of the person—all these formed 
part ofa sanitary code the far-sighted wisdom of which has awakene1 the admi- 
ration of modern medical authorities.

The casting-out of devils and the 
muttering of spells and incantations were left to later ages, when they came 
in with other bad foreign fashions. The LawGiver was content to trust to 
the virtues of cold water and other simple, but honest and effectual, remedial 
agencies. The prophets, as we have seen, adopted the same policy. 
Isaran was a man of God, but as he had tocure Hezixian of acarbuncle he 
did not despise the use of a homely poultice. Thisincidentis typical of the true 
Jewish attitude on the question of healing disease. In post-Biblical times 
the importance that was attached to medicine and to its professors increased 
with the progress of the art. The healing of the ills that flesh is heir to 
was considered a noble duty, and those who devoted their lives to it were 
regarded with peculiar veneration. 
due unto him,” says the author of Ecclesiasticus, “for the Lord hath 
created. him. He shall receive honour of the King.” A knowledge of Medi- 
cne was deemed an essential qualification of the members of the Synhedrion, 

The Rabbins evinced by precept and example the high esteem in which 
they held the healing art. Many of them made Medicine the subject of 
systematic study, and the Talmud abounds in medical maxims and preserip- 
tions. The son of a certain Rabbi absented himself from the lectures of 
another Sage because they did not treat of religious topics. The subject 
was Medicine. For this false virtue the young man was promptly and 
sternly rebuked by his father. The medical passages in the Talmud are 
not of surprising wisdom. Here again no miracle is to be looked for. The 
medical knowledge of the Rabbins was only equal to that of their contempo 
raries ; it was no better and no worse. The Talmud displays a considerable 
acquaintance with anatomy and physiology, with the origin, nature and 
course of many ailments and with the therapeutic value of certain drugs 
and preparations. Its pharmacopmia is not very extensive or elaborate, but 
it was useful enough in its day. On the other hand it cannot be denied 
that, intermingled with genuine medical maxims, are not a few superstitions 
formule which would have been far better omitted. But such passages 
represent, not the views of the educated Rabbins, but the notions of the 
populace. The Talmud is not a text-book on any subject, but a huge 
depository of four centuries of opinions and sayings, unsorted and unsitted, 
good, bad and indifferent That it should have been popularly thought the 
correct thing by the Jews of the Talmudic age to take the Devil into account 
in curing diseases can surprise no one who bears the Gospels in mind, The 
Rabbins, however, sternly censured such notions. Those who suffered pain 
were strictly enjoined to consult a properly qualified physician. ‘ The wise 
man,” it was declared, “ will not live in a town where there is no doctor,” 
Indeed, it was recommended that a medical man should be attached to every 
congregation. 

The scientific study of Medicine was a favourite pursuit with the 
Rabbis in subsequent ages. Hebrew Literature is the richer for many a 
medical treatise ; and many 2 medieval prince owed his health and his life 
to his Jewish physician. Jewish history has a whole string of names of 


Israelitish leeches, among whom Marmonipes, the body-physician of

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Sanapry, is not the least conspicuous, These Jewish doctors were chietly 
followers of Htrrocrates and Gates, whose works they possessed in 
Arabic and Hebrew translations. At one time no great potentate would 
have thought of not having a-lewish doctor attached to his Court, Only in 
Jewish hands was the royal person considered safe. Even an apostate Jew 
Was not acceptable as a medical attendant. The skill }) ssessec ly Jewish 
doctors and the extént to which they monopolised the existing medical 
practice is evidenced by the dearth ot physicans irom whie's sp in sullered

time Medicine is again becoming almost as

(Cheers), It is not necessary to vindicate the existence 
of this institution. The object of the Annual Report is to bring home to the minds 
of everyone a sense of the convictions which govern the minds of those who ad- 
minister the institution. Those who see the work done can better judve of it than 
the general body of the community, and it is their earnest aim, by publishing more 
elaborate reports than is the case with most institutions, to saturate the minds of 
the community with their aims and principles, and win their confidence by letting 
them know the reasons which actuate the minds of the Board: and that is my 
apology—if, indeed, one is nceeded—for so long a he Pore, giving Ininute details of 
the working of each branch, (Hear, hear). The Repoit shows that during the 
past year the Board dealt with .a larger number of cases than before, and that is due 
not only tothe depression in the labour market. but to the operation of certain 
measures curried out by the Prussian Government. It is not necessary that I shoul} 
characterise those measures, for if I were to use the strongest Jansu ive ol which I 
am capable, that language would be much less strong than that u-ed in the Reich- 
stag itself by members when speaking of the measure, The discussion, however. 
was fruitless in its result, and it has been held that there is no cope for foreign 
interference because the Prussian Government treated the question eutirely as one 
of internal policy, and therefore as not one for iuternatioual interference or even 
remonstrance, We must be content to use such remedial measures as we can apply 
without being able to attack the root of the evil, and as it is no use to use words 
which we cannot enforce, I shall pass away at once from the temptation to criticise 
this measure of the Prussian Government in a way in which an Englishman wou'd 


like todoso. I have, however, alluded to it because one result of this measure has 
been to impose more latitude on the Board than it would have felt justifiable in 
exercising if the persons who came for relief had come here voluntarily ani with- 
out being the victims of measures over which they had control. You see by the 
Report that the number of persons relieved during the past year is 3,408, but that 
does not represent the whole of the cases which have come before us, In the In- 
dustrial Department 668 cases have been dealt with, either by loans, tools and 
machinery, or apprenticing children to trades. That gives a total of over 4,000 and 
if you take five working days in each week, you will get an average of 
fifteen casea per day; but that is not the true average, as many of 
them were recurrent, Tho total represented by these 4,000 cases is 11,014 souls, 
The number of native cases, lam glad to say, remains stationary, but there has been 
an inerease of 525 foreign cases in two years—351 last year and 172 in 1884. Of 
these 251 no less than 2ZIS were new cases, made up principally of Germans and 
Poles, Of the native c:ses about two-fifths were assisted to go abroad, or were per- 
manent or chronic cases having fixed allowances, The fixed allowances were given to 78 
native cases,to 100 cases resident here more than seven years, and to one case less than 
that time. The 7S native cases represent one-fifth of the total number of natives 
relieved, and as 4% of the native applicants emigrated, it may be expected that not 
more than 200 of the natives relieved last year will apply again for casual relief. 
This is a very satisfactory result, and accentuates what I told you before, and 
the observations made outside, namely, that the great increase in the num- 
bers relieved is owing to the increase of poor foreigners with whom we have to 
deal. Of foreign applicants, 15 per cent. were assisted to emigrate, and although 
83 old cases did not again apply, 336 cases more remained on our b woks at the end 
than were there at the bevinning of the year. Now we find that the increase of 
ulation thr mughout the country is | per cent. in two years, but by aiding these 
336 to the number which remained on the books at the begioning of the year, we find 
that the increase amounts to 10 per cent,, a result which compares, therefore, very 
unfavourably with the normal increase of population. (Hear, hear). With regard to 
fixed allowances. the recommendations of the Committee of Inquiry which sat in 
have been carriedont, number of fixedallowances remains almost stationary, 
and so also are the emigration retarns, which are, however, highly satisfactory com- 
pared with the emigration returns for the whole country. This state of things has, 
however, been maintained with difficulty in the fece of the action taken by 
the Governments of countries reputed to be freerthan our own, and had it not been 
for the kind and considerate action of the Jewish Board in New York, the troubles, 
privations and difficulties which the emigrants had to deal with on their arrival 
wo id have b en very much increased, The CASS of wife desertion continue to 
hold a promt nit pla e jn the report of the year, The subject is a difficult one to 
de:l with. In times of distress the temptation to. man to go somewhere in search 
of work is very great. In page 56 of the report you will find an analysis and occu- 
pations of the ree pients of relief,and although there is a porceptible increase in 
the number of occupations scheduled, yet there is too much concentration in one or 
two trades, It is not xatisfactory to find that out of a total of 2,195 applicants, 
d it the silorin business ¢ ither ast iilora, or presser for tailors 


- were hawkers, 163 general dealers, 154 cigar makers, and 179 boot-finishers. These 


five trades absorb about two-thirds of the applicants. You cannot, it is true, change 
the oc ‘upations f pe pie at onee, all you can do is t>) work on the younger gene- 
ration to enter into ot ‘:er trates ; but there is some difficulty in this, I may men- 
tion that as a Board we sedulously kecp eloot from all trade disputes—all disputes 
between masterand men, We seek to helpthe people, and we feel that as an ine 
stitution we can best do so by keeping aloof from all disputes, and moreover, we 
are certain that both masters and men would resent any interference on the part. of 
this institution. (Hear, hear). The total sum expended in relief during the year iu 
alldepartments amounts to £12.12, and here the Board reflects the prinesly liber- 
alityof the community. In so:ne special cases the Secretary is allowed to draw on 
them, and la-t year this privilege: was used to the extent of £2,509 (applause), and 
this from a few persons only, The average relief per case for the last two years as 
shown by the report was not very much per case, exclusive of private benefactions, 
ldans, andindustrial grants. She relief was per casual applicant, £1 10a, 44d. in 1884, 
and €1 lts. 7d. last year, In casual relief there Was an increase of 15 per cent, last 
year, as we fell it right, under the circumstances, to bea httle more indulgent to 
foreigners. Of the sum distributed £8,700 only was given in goods, £2,800 is repay- 
able, and £500 was paid away in sanitary work or in emigration. To turn to the 
other side of the balance-shect. I shall be brief, as aboat five. weeks ago I 
addressed. a meeting. of ladies and gentlemen, and. appealel fo them 
for assistance, Under the organisation of Mr, Lawrence Isaacs 63 
persons have been provided with canvassing bo ks, and as the result of some of 
their efforts, 12] new subscribers have already been obtained, and £167 received, 
(Cheers). This shows that this appeal which I made was justified, and I may aay 
that there is a large field of work only waiting for development. Tacre has 
been a falling off of deposits by emigrants to the amount of £300, and there his 
be-n a deficiency in the quant ty of wearing apparel sent when compared with last 
year, [ would mentiou here that there is a pareel cart, belonging to the instituticn 
which goes to various districts at stated intervals, and all that. persons having 
clothes t» send to the institution need do is to intimate the fact by a post card, I 
referred just now to overcrowding trades, and the Industrial Committee in their 
report referto the same subject,and =p ak of the difficulty in convincing parents 
efits conferred ou their children by having them taught trades in which 
: *, though slow, is more likely to be permanent than in the old overcrowded 
Lut there is a more pressing difficulty still, and that. is in finding mas- 
ters for the boys, In one respect I hope that the Committee will continue to 
have the courage of their opinions. They say : * The Committee defrays- almost 
entire.y the coso of instruction to3l youths at the City Technical College, and at 
the St. Martin's School of Art, and thus affords valuable opportunity to the appren- 
tices to a fair technical and artistic knowledge of the trade in which they are 
employed.” I hope they will continue to dothis, (Cheers), With regard to the ladies 
who have helped us so ably on the Visiting Committee, I desire here to say that they 
havedone their work with great discrimination, and any demands which they may 
in future make on thts Board will be received inthe most libersl spirit, (Hear hear). 
The Sanitary Committee too has been very active,and done much good work, the 
great value of which cannot be shown at once on the surface. From Boards of Guar- 
dians and other parochisl authorities we have reseived some very appree 
ciative testimonies in favour of their work, I[ wish now to saya few words on 
the gencral princip‘e of charity which animates this Board, I hear it said that the 
work istoo vast forthe Board of Guardians to grapple with. If this applied to 
myself personally I should admit the charge, but I have the good fortune to be 
aided by a large number of willing, active and intelligent minds, of whom I am 
able tosay that they are invaluable to this institution. These mer are the heads of 
the different branches of their work, and therefore it is that we are not afraid to come 
bine the different branches in cne institution. They are so arrangedas to form separat> 
institutions working in concert,and by so doing will prevent that overlapping which 
makes confusion—a confusion of which the impostor is not slow to avail himself. 
It is fortunate for the in:titution that we have for llonorary Secr<tary so inde- 
fatigable a worker as Mr. Lionel Alexander, whose labours are gigantic, and 
s)> able an officer as Mr. Stephany, who has growa up with the institution 
and has its work at his fingers’ ends, aud who, besides his cther qualifi- 
cations, brings much good temper and patience in his dealings with the 
poor without which his work would be a failure. (Ilear, hear). During the 
winter the officers have sometimes worked an average of 14 hours a day—-1 period 
whith * working men’ would regard as quite a superhuman effort if they were 
called on to patit forth. The institution has from time to time received marks of 
appreciation not only in the community but outside. It was a mark of confidence 
that the High Court of Chaucery should have selected this Board to administer a 
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trust which had lapsed to its care, but which it could not deal with : and then again 
there was confidence shown in this Board by the Committee of the Mansion House 
Fund, It was not for us to go to that Committee and ask fora grant ; but when the 
Committee; thought that this Board could best deal with the metropolitan Jews 
who applied for relief, we felt it was our duty to undertake the additional work 
and so to justify the confidence placed in us, (Hear. hear). The first grant 
involved the adjudication of 600 cases—cases not in the habit of coming to this Board 
for relief; and when I tell you that the whole of these cases were investigated and dealt 
with within five days of the receipt of the money, I think you will say that the 
administrators of this institution will bear favourable comparison with those of any 
other. (Hear, hear), £750 out of a grant of £1,000 has been distributed amongst 
WH) people. Of course many were refused, because we adhered rigorously to the test. 
namely, that we would not give to persons chronically in the habit of coming to our 
Board for relief. The effect of this was to create demands on the Board, and if peo- 
ple will only study this they will find all the greater need for supporting our insti- 
tution. It would have been desirable, if we could have done it, to have imposed 


some labour test on the recipients of relief, but in this instance it was not possible. , 


I hope it will not be considered an impertinence in me if I tell the community what 
I consider /Acir duty to be at this jancture. During the past few months I ‘have 
had extracts from different newspapers sent to me referring to the condition of the 
East End of London, and in them I find it stated that the state of things has 
been partly brought about by the large number of poor persons coming to our 
shores and increasing the overcrowded labour market of the East End. The numbers 
are put down at from 10,000 to 20,000, and although it is ridicalous to talk of any 
such number of immigrant Jews, yet people writing to the newspapers are not 
generally very exact. The burden of all these extracte found its reflex in the Honse 
of Commons the other night, where a question was asked implying that the labour 
market was oppressed by the influx of people acevstomed to live in their own 
country on less than English workmen do and coming over here and crowding 
the market to the prejudice of English working men. It is happily difficult in 
this country for prejudice to fana flame against a class of persons, but we have 
seen how possible it ix in foreign countries to do so when interests are touched, 
Tam not going into the disputed question of free trade and protection. If you 
increase the priceof the article, though the consumer may ultimately have to pay, you 
cannot punish the goods, but it is different with regard to individuals, If you 
raise a protective cry against individuals you produce a prejudice against a class 
which it is the interest of many to join in, whether they are sincere in doing so or not. 
At the present moment there is no fear that a cry against foreign Jews 
will take any tangible form, but I hope that every one here who has 
the oppo:tunity will at present do all in his power to discourage the influx of 
foreigners by pointing out the circumstances of the country, the natural increase 
of population, and the overcrowded labour markets. (Hear, hear.) That is binding 
on all of you, not only with regard to the, country but with regard to the poor 
individuals who perhaps think tnat the country whereiv £50,000 or £60,000 can 
be raised at the first cry of distress is the country to come to. Any influx of this 
kind is likely to defeat the object of the charitable and intensify the existing dis- 
tress. (Cheers.) During the last year an application was wade to the Board to start 
a Temporary Shelter. The Board felt the necessity of circumspection and was 
obliged torefrain from adopting the suggestion. I have now been engaged in 
arduous work for 27 years on behalf of this institution, the foundation of which I 
was happy to promote, and I hope long to be permitted to serve it. (Cheers). 1 
may truly say that in the work of the community we know of no 
distinction of sex, nationality, rank, or age. It is the pride of the Board tt at 
all classes and phases of thought are engagedin its work. No less than 150 ladies 
and gentlemen are engaged in our Committees and Sub-Committees, and the charity 
of the highest is rivalled by the equal charity of the poor themselves. It has ever 
been a characteristic of our race to engage without distinction in this great work of 
charity, and let us contrive to spread that resolution amongst different people of all 
ranks inthe community to whom I once more appeal to support an institution that 
will be alike a creditto themand a real blessing to the poor, whom we desire to 
improve and to elevate, (Cheers,) I move the adoption of the Report. 

The Rev. Professor MARKS, in seconding the motion, said he had listened with 
great interest to the benevolent and wise remarks of the President's speech, by 
which the world might profit. Whatever honours might have been cor ferred 
on him eince his connection with this institution his highest would be that of 
being its President. (lIlear, hear.) 

Mr, CAve (Honorary Secretary tothe Society for the Reliefof Distr. ss), said he 
was present by invitation and had listened attentively to the interesting and instroc- 
tive address of the President. There was enly one point to which he would allude, 
namely, the Mansion House Fund. At first he was opposed to the fund, believing 1t 
would encourage improvidence. He knew instynces where harm had been done, 
but on the other hand he knew where great good had been done by enabliag ski.led 
artisans to find permanent employment. He came there to day as a student and 
thought he would go away a more instructed studentthan he came. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. M. LANDAU objected to the distinction drawn by the Board in the case of 
“foreigners.” He desired to treat all Jewa as brethren and fellow-citizens., 

Mr. JonN Harris C.C., expressed himself in favour of a labour test. He hoped 
that other parochial bodies would. co-operate with the Board in the same manner 
as the Whitechapel Guardians, | 

Mr. Myer SALAMAN urged that further steps should be taken towards the 
technical instruction of youths and sail he would be willing to cooperate aml con- 
tribute towards the objecr, 

Mr. CHARLES SAMU"L, the Chairman of the Industrial Committee, and Mr. 
David Benjamin expressed their appreciation of the good intentions of Mr. Salaman. 
Although the Board already gave attention to the technical instruction of appren- 
tices, still there was room for the special fund desired. by Mr. Salaman, and if he 
started sucha fund it could be usefully employed, and, toe Committee would 
gratefully accept his kindly proffered assistance, 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU said that the promoters of the Temporary Shelter for 
destitute foreigners particularly desired to discourage indiscriminat? immigration 
to England. With that object they intended to introduce a“ labour test,” and 
would do all they pcssibly could to induce those unfitted t» settle here to return 
to their native country, and many persons had already been so induced by their 
efforts. 

Mr, Lewis EMANUEL thought the Board might congratulate itself on the work 
it had accomplished ; it had started on correct principles, and by carrying them out 
with prudence and consistency had done much to raise the condition of our poor ; 
it was manifest that but for the constant influx of destitute foreigners, which 
appeared to be inevitable, pauperism would ere this have been extinguished in the 
community. The question of a labour test was one well worthy of attention. To 
train the young to industrial pursuits was not difficult; this was being successfully 
done by tte Board ; but to take a foreigner of mature years on his arrival in this 
country, ignorant of the language and unskilled, as most of them were, in any 
handicraft, and to convert him into a skilled artisan capable of competing succes :- 
fully in the English labour market, was no easy task ; moreover, uo uniform labour 
test could be devised, but one would require a House of Industry adapted toa varie'y 
of trades, of which the cost would be enormous; still, the difticulties were not in- 
surmountable. With regard to sanitation in Whitechapel, Mr. Emanuel strovgly 
censured the Iocal Board, which was responsible for the defects that existed. Their 
staff of Sanitary Ipspectors was wholly inadequate. and the Board failed to exercise 
the powers the y posse ese] for enforcing sanitation. The fact that the Jew ish Boar 1 


of Guardians had to supplement the work of the Local board by appointing a Sani- 


tary Inspector to do their work, conveyed in itself @ severe censure on the apathy 
of that body. As to the commitment of Jewish truant and refractory children to 
Industrial Echools, something shon'd be done, In existing schools the children 


were brought up in an alien faith, The Schools, being voluntary institutions, could 
not be compelled, except by Parliament. to afford special privileges, The Home 
Secretary had been appealed to, but he was unable to help them ; if Industrial Schools 
were again to form the subject of legislation, an effort might be made to obtain the 
necessary concessions. It had been suggested that the community should have its 
own Industrial School ; he deprecated the proposal, The present number of Jewish 
inmates was happily very smal), and he believed that a distinctive institution wou ld 
prove an Incentive to unprincipled parents to neglect their children so that they 


might drift into the Industrial School, and the parents be thus relieved of the 
burden of maintaining them. 


After some observations by Mr, A, G, AARoy, 

The PRESIDENT briefly replied to the several points raised, 

The report was then adopted unanimously, 

Mr. F. D, Mocarra moved, and Mr. A. Lb. SYDNEY seconded, a yote of thanks 
to the Honorary Secretary, Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, the Secretary, Mr. Stephany 
and the official staff. 

Mr, Lionet L. ALEXANDER briefly responded. 

_ Votes of thanks to the President, the Serutineers, and to the Wardens of the

Mr. SaAmvet Montacr, M.P., oN THE ForeIGN Poor.—On Sunday last a 
General Meeting of the membera of the Universal Israelite Marriage Portion 
Society was held at the Synagogue Chambers, Princes Street, Spitalfields, for the 
purpose of electing two candidates to receive theo marriage bounty of the Society, 
The Society, which originated in March, 1877, has given in all £237 as dowries. Mr. 
Ss, Ehrenberg occupied the chair. The quarterly accounts of the S ciety were 
adopted, A resolution in favour of printing the notice papers in Hebrew as wellas 
English was negatived. At the close of the po'l, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., who 
was heartily received, pointed out that there was another society which had the same 
object, and raid there was no reason why the two societies should not unite and 
flourish together. There had been other societies which amalgamated, and time had 
proved the wisdom of this course, He would only refer to the amalgamation of the 
Jews’ Hospital and the Orphan Asvylumand of the Widows’ Home and Hand-in-Hand 
Asylums. The expenses of the two societies when worked together would certainly 
be reduced. He hoped that the Society ‘was careful not to encourage improvident 
and imprudent marriages. . By this he meant unions contracted at too young an age 
orin a state of poverty. He would recommend that a limit of age should be fixed, 
for instance, 25 for male and IS for female candidates. He would impress upon 
them the necessity of being on the best terms with their neighbours. This was a 
matter of great importance.. They should not work too many hours or at too low 
prices, Competition wasa very healthy thing, bat it mu-t be kept within certain 
bounds and not destroy the powerof obtaining food. It was advisable that they 
should try always to speak the English language, and bring up their children as 
Eogli-h men and women. By these means the reproach of “ foreigner’ would be 
obliterated. He regretted to observe the overcrowding of Jews in the Whitechapel 
district. It was his intention to. go to Poland and make enquiries and to fathom 
the causes of the constant emigration to this country, and if * ble to divert or at 
least to regulate the stream so that it would not embarras-*'\. sountry, He would 
aivise those who could possibly afford it, to remove to o x districts of London, 
where rents were very cheap and whence accommou. ior travelling was also 
provided—(cheers), Mr, Mark Moses, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr, 
Montagu, M.P., which was carried by acclamation, said that the Society took every 
care not to encourage imprudent marriages. On this occasion four candidates 
were disqualitied. With rega-d tothe tailor’s question, be would point out that the 
journeymen had not yet made any specific demands to the employers. Unfortu- 
nately the breach between employer and employe was widening every day, and the 
public, without any proper enquirics, were giving entire support to the employed, 
A meeting would be called within the next month, when journeyman and master 
would meet together and an attempt would ‘be made at some definite plan of action, 
The journeymen had been agitating in a most informal manner, but any direct 
application to the employers would receive carefal attention and ‘consideration, A 
vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the meeting, 


BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE.—On Sunday last the Annual General Meeting 
of the members of the Berkeley Street Synagogue was held at the Synagorcue 
Chambers, Mr. Leopold Schloss in the Chair. ‘The Treasurer's report was adopted, 
and votes of thanks were passed to the Wardens and Treasurer, Mr. Edward Stern 
was elected a Warden to serve for the ensuing three years. The other business was 
of a merely formal character. 

Boroven SYNAGOGUE,—On Sabbath last the Rev. Edwin Collins, Minister of 
the Belfast Hebrew Congreyation,and one of the candidates for the post of Preacher 
to the Borough Synagogue, conducted the service and pre ached at that synagogue, 
He took his text from the Haphtorah of the day. Isaiah xlir: “ This people have | 
formed for myself; they shall show forth my praise.” The preacherdwelt on the 
power of the Israelites to show forth the praise of God by leading lives that should 
be distinguished for their rectitude, justice, and spiritual excellence. He took occa- 
sion to illustrate the way to lead such lives by referring to the various parsuits in 
which they are engaged. Healso dwelt upon the office cf the Jewish minister, and 
eaid that’ the minister should stand in the same relation to his congregation as the 
race of Isracl are intended to occupy in the world at large.

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THE JEWISH ELEMENT IN THE SIBYLLINE ORACLES. 

A Paper on the above subject was read before the Jews College Literary 
Society on Sunday last, by Dr. S. Hinscn,. Mr. PuHitip MAgsts, B.A,, B.Sc., 
presided, 

Dr. Hikxscu explained that he did not intend to discuss the ancient and what 
might be termed the authentic Sibylline Oracles, but would devote his lecture to 
the spurious oracles, which contained an undoubted Jewish element. The 
modern criticism of the oracles may be said to commence with Mr. Bleek's treatise 
published in 181%. Exhaustive editions were those of FE. Alexandre (| Paris. 
184], &.), and J, H. Friedlieb (1852), the views of the latter being in the main 
adopted by Frankel and Gratz. Ewald, however, altogether differs from these 
critics, especially with regard to the special subject of that evening's paper, viz., 
the Third Book of the Oracles. Dr. Hilgenfeld (1857) anticipated Ewa'd's. views, 
though the latter makes no allusion to his predecessor's labours. Dr. Badt had also 
published a study of the same oracles. These oracles, said the lectnrer, are without 
exception imitations and spurious ; though they were not so regarded by the early 
Christian fathers, Clemens Alexandrinus quotes Paul among the enlogists of the 
Sibyl, but it might possibly be that an apocrypha! Pauline book gave rise to this 
statement. Whiston. the translater of Josephus, continued to attach credence to 
the oracles long after the belief in their genuineness tad been shaken. 
authorities, on the other hand, never recegnised the oracles as genuine. Joesephns, 
it is true, once quotes the Sibyl (* Antiq 1.4 § 3), but he quotes from a heathen 
source and not from the original pocm, substituting “the gots ° for “ the God,” 
Philo has no allusion to the books. Two fragments have been preserved by Theo- 
philus which Ewald and others consider parts of the same poem as the greater por- 
tion of the third book. A exandre, however, supposes that these fragments are of 
Christian and not of Jewish authorship. This part of the oracle runs thus 

“QO mortal men. made of flesh, how are yon so full of self-importance, not 
knowing that you are nothing, not considering that you must die! You do not 
tremble at. nor fear God, who governs you , the supreme Lord who knows, sees, 
and is aware of all things, who is the Creator that preserves all, who sent His sweet 
spirit into everyone, and made it the governor of all men. There is one God, who 
alone reigns. Heis very great, unbegotten, omnipotent, invisible. 
all men, but.cannot be seen by any mortal. For what flesh can behold with hia 
eyes the Celestial, true, and immorta', who lives in Heaven : since mortal men. pos. 
sessed of tones, flesh, and veins, cannot even. bear steadfastly to behold the beama 
of thesun. Worship Him alone, the only governor of the world, whoe xists from 
everlasting to everlasting. He is, exi-ts from Himself, is unbegotten, He governs 
all things at all times.” 

The lecturer showed that there is nething in this passage that could not have 
been written by a Jew, but contended that the whole tenor of the verses indicates 
their Jewishorigin. Two smal'er fragments, belonging tothis same poem, had also 
been preserved. The author apparently resided in Egypt, for he denounces the 
folly of worshipping serpents, dogs, cats, birds, and other objects of Egyptian 
idolatry. Some verses were ¢ vidently lost between the prow mium and verse 07 of 
the ‘Third Book. tut the /ecvna aas not nearly so great ss Ewald supposed, The 
Sibyl cleims'o have lived before the dispersion, and to have left Babylon, after 
that evenr, for Greece to lift the veil of the future. This would explain her refer- 
ence to the Tower of Babel and would render unnecessary Ewald's supposition of 
an immense gapinthe text. The lecturer's view would nevessitate the denial of 

the genuineness of severa! verses, as for instance the passave in which the Sibyl 
describes hers-If as the daughter of Noah. There is also a contradiction tetween 
v. 809 when [ was furions and 515 and 517 many wil! call me mad, bat I 
was notso ) Besides, the- anthor of this portion possesses far less kn wledge of 
the Pentateuch than the writer of the Third Di.ok. The latter, indeed, ascribes the 
destruction«f Babe! to the winds, but this tradition is fourd in several Jewish autho- 
rities. The next portion of the oracle | 
adopted by the Alexandrian Jews.

cue to Euhemeros, whose system was eagerly 
The lecturer agreed with Ewald that the 
Phy:con. The ré fi rencis Rome 
might well have been mace at the cl-se of that King’s reign after the fall of 
Corinth and Carthage. In prophesying the ultimate fall of Rome, we find a curious 
play upon words similarto that contained in Zephaniah ii. 4. This circumstance 
would show that the Sibyllist was acquainted with Hebrew, which was the case 
with but few Alexandrian Jews. Besides the Srd book other portions cf the 
oracles are attrituted to Jewish authors. The author of the 3rd book evident}y 
endeavours to amalyamate the myths, wisdom, and poetry of Greove with the nistory 
and lore cf Israel. Tivilas gave him only the rough material and outer 

Israel supplied the spirit which animated the whole. 
Sibylline character, avoids the ritualistic portions of Judaism, not even the Sabbath 
being mentioned. That the writer presented bis ideas inthe form of an oracle 
may be accounted for by the practice of the times, The lecturer could not accept 
the theory of Frankel that these oracles were an Alexandrian Agadab. for the 
oracles were intended for non-Jewish readers. Despite the excuses that might be 
suggested, the lecturer could not help deploring the fact that the Jewish authors of 
these poems had descended to the fiction of putting their thoughts into the mouth 
of a heathen Sibyl. 

At the close of the lecture, a discussion ensued in which the follow 
took part. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER thought that the motives of the author of the Sibvlline 
books would agcount for the absence of ritualistic Judaism w ithout falling back 
on the theory that they were written for heathens. The Alexandrian Jews were 
ignorant of their own history and stood in need of some reminder of their national 
greatness. Jience the fact that these oracles were composed at periods of distress

The Rev. express:d his admiration of Dr. Hirsch’s method He had 
fairly distributed the books between Jewish and Christian authors. he had be: n 
guided by no preconceived notious, and had neglected no evidence. The custom of 
washing the hands was apparently of very ancient origin. It was widespread in 
the East, and was not exclucively Jewish. The similarity between the paranomasia 
of the cracle and Zephaniah was not explained au ay by Mr. Abrabams's remark 
The siby! pronounced herself in one breath mad and in another a prophet. Great 
wits to madness nearly are allied.” The arcient theory, too, would not mske the 


sibyl’s statement so self-contradictory as appeared. Dr. Hirach's st2ong protes 
against the doctrine that “the end justifies the means was salutary. 

Dr. ASHER thought it very difficult to understand how the Greeks, intellectual 
as they were, could have been induced to accept these forged oracles by Jewish and 
Christian authors as genuine. This was the more remarkable as they dealt with 
other times and with a condition of things in which the Greeks had no interest. 

Mr. J. Levy remarked that the custom of washing the hands was assigned to 
King Solomon. ‘Sepher Rephuoth,” an astrological, not a medical, work, was also 
possibly a sibylline oracle. The “* sweet spirit’ mentioned by the Sibyl was anti- 
Jewish. The heathen sacrifices to the dead were sweetened with honey ; hence the 
same epithet was applied to the spirits, S 

Dr. Hrascu. in the course of his reply, explained that the oracles were received 
by the Greeks because of their plasticity as a nation. They always personified 
ideals, and gave them a real share. 

Mr. Puitir MAGNus moved a vote of thanks to Dr. Hirsch for his very able 
and erudite paper. When messengers and agents were despatched from Rome to 
collect scraps and fragments like their own sibyls, they naturally brought together 
a very heterogenecus mass, which would obviously contain some works of the Jew- 
ish writers who were so active in those times. The plasticity of the Greek mind 
was certainly shown in their aptitude for art and poetry ; but: the Greeks had al:o 
excelled in Philosophy. The connection between the ribyl's madness and enthusi- 
asm had been aptly pointed out by Mr. Singer, and in the same manner the Cumwan 
sibyl in the 3rd. Sth, and 6th Eneid is describedas insancm. The latter Hebrew pro- 
phecy differed vastly from the earlier ; the one was the work of the X33, the other 
of the ayy. The speaker spoke in terms of approval of Dr. Hirech s outspoken de- 
nunciation of spurions writing-, the ouly excuse being that it was a common prec- 
tice of the age. Mr. Magnus concluded by congratulating the Society on 1t8 most 
successful aession and on the useful work it was doing. 

Mr. J. FRIEDLANDER seconded the motion, which was eordially re ceived.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

The great academical prize of 12,000 franes given by the College of France 
to the student specially distinguished in the higher branch of mathematics, has 
this year been awarded to Malle Bortniker, 
Jewish family residing in Odessa. 

At the University of St. Petersburg four Jowish students in the Faculty of 
Law last month obtained high distinctions. One received a gold medal, and 
three a silver medal each. Oaly two Christian students in the same Faculty ob- 
tained awards. Among the 2,426 students at the University, 255 are Jews. 

A fresh batch of outrazes committed upon Jews in different parts of Russia 
has come under our notice. In the village of Sistronovka (district of Bordi- 
tcheff), a Jew named Joseph Sh pitz, who lad lived in the place il quarter of a 
century, has been murdered, together with his wife and their servant, At Horo- 
ditch (Government of Minsk), Dr. Wilkonowski, his wife and their young 
daughter, were assaulted by a band of fifteen miscreants, who sabsequently car- 
ried off 22,000 roubles in cash, as well as a quantity of jewellery. In Wilna, a 
cattle salesman, named Heller, on claiming settlement of a debt from one of his 
customers, a military oflicer, was brut lly set upon by a namber of guardsmen, 
who beat him until he fell to the ground bathed in his blood. An 
eye-witness suinmoned assistance, and several of the assailants were placed under 
arrest. Two days afterwards they were liberated, although their victim was not 
expected to survive.

Society, Mr. B. L. Moseiy, who is the founder and Honorary Secretary, held a Con- 
ference at Trinity College, Mandeville Piace, on the evening of the Ith inst., the 
purpose of which was, as he explained, to discuss the art-principles upon which 
Wagner's Music Dramas are based. Acknowledging that the ultimate test whereby 
such works are to be judged lay in the effect produced by them when properly 
represented, he urged upon his hearers the necessity for examining them by the 
light of the recognised canons of art as a preliminary test. Mr. Mosely spoke for 
over an hour and a half, quoting some few extracts from eminent authorities. His 
observations were received with frequent marks of approval by a large yvathering 
of members and their friends. Mr. A. L, Birnsting] (who is on the Executive Com- 
mittee) admirably led, the very interesting discussion that followed, in which Mr. 
Ferdinand Praeger also took part. 

THE Late Dr. STRASSMANN.—A number of influential public men in Berlin, 
of different denominations and political beliefs, have founded a society for the 
relief of cistress, which is to bear the name of “Strassmann Stiftung.” The insti- 
tution is intended to perpetuate the memory of the late Dr. Strassmann, President 
of the Municipal Council of Berlin, 

Moc Aapor,.—Sevor Reuben Elmaleh, son of the late Chief Rabli Elmaleh, has 
been officially appointed to succeed his father as Consular Agent at Mogador for the 
Austrian Empire, 

ZANZIBAR.—Our coreligionist, Dr. Gregory d’Arbella. chief physicion to the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, whose iniereating communications have frequently been pub- 
lished in this journal, has lately received several decorations and other distinctions. 
Independently of the Star of Grand Officer of the Zanzibar Order, the King of Por- 
tugal has conferred on Dr. d Arbella the Commandership of the Order of Christ, 
and the King of Italy the Knighthood of the Order of the Italian Crown, in recog- 
nition of the assistance which, thanks to his knowledge of the Italian and Portu- 
guese languages, he was enabled to render in the conclusion of Treaties of Commerce 
between Zanzibar on the one part, and the two countries already named on the 
other. 


Paris.—The Society of Hebrew Literature (Socicté des Etudes Juives) hase 
added to its members two prominent public men, One is M. Andrienx, ex-Prefect 
of Police, who recently made himself conspicuous by his attack, in the Tribune of 
the Chamber of Deputies, on the Jews of Algeria. It is hoped that his connection 
with a Jewish Society-will cause him to renounce his hostility towards the Jews. 
The other new member is M. Alexandre Dumas, This celebrated son of a still more 
celebrated father nas written a letter of thanks to the Committce of the Society. 
in which he observes that if through his incompetency he does not deserve to be 
received in their midst, he merits this distinction by his Jewish sympathies. 

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE IN GALICIA,—Some time ago a petition was sent to the 
Ministers of Interior and of Commerce, praying that Jews who keep the seventh 
day as their Sabbath shal! not be compelled to observe the Sundayas well) The 
great drawbacks were pointed out which arise from 45 hours’ enforced rest, not alone 
for the Jews, but for the entire population. The request of the petitioners was not 
granted. A similar memorial has therefore been sent to the Galician Diet. 

AN Revic.—M, Jules. Oppert, the eminent Oriental Savant, com- 
municated tu a recent meeting of one of the sections of the Institute of France the 
discovery in Egypt of an ancient MS. in which mention is made of Jacob and 
Juseph. Should this MS. be authentic, it will have an uncommonly great signiti- 
cance, as testimony in favour of the truth of the Bible records. 

ORIENTAL Stupies.—With a view to furthering the knowledge of Oriental
